to membership in this klub. Distin- 
guished foreigners may be elected 
members, provided some island mem 
ber can offer sufficient complaint 
against tbe reputation of the candi- 
date.

kindly allow me space iu your valu 
able paper, I will venture to make 
some statements gleaned from the 
Encyclopaedia Britanuica, followed by 
some observations concerning the de- 
velopment of the resources of the 
island of Oahu. 


Mauritius, formerly called the Isle 


of France, lies iu the southwestern 
portion of the Indian Ocean, 
57° 18' and 57° 48' east longitude and 
19° 58' and 20° 31' south HtituJe. It 
will thus be seen that Mauritius is 
about us far south of the equator as 
Oahu is north. 


The island is somewhat triangular 


in shape, i« thirty six miles long and 
about twenty-three miles broad. It is 
130 miles in circumference, and its 
total area about 713 square miles. The 
highest summit is 2711 feet above the 
sea. 
The geological formation of 


Mauritius is undoubtedly 
volcanic. 


The climate durlcg the cool season of 
tbe year in pleasant, but oppressively 
hot in summer (December to April;, 
•except iu the interior plains, where 
tbe thermometer ranges from 70° to 
80°, while in Port Louis and the coast 
generally it ranges from 90° to 96°. 


In 1854 a visitation of Asiatic chql 


era swept off 17,000 people. In 1867 a 
still more destructive inroad of ma- 
larial fever—of 
an unusually fatal 


type—almost paralyzed the 
whole 


community for many week*, carrying 
off 30,000 people and greatly affecting 
the finances of tbe colony. 


From tbe month of January to the 


middle of April, Mauritius, in com- 
mon with the neighboring islands and 
surrounding ocean from 8° to 30° of 
south latitude, is subject to severe and 
destructive cyclones, accompanied by 
torrents of rain, which often cau-e 
great destruction to houses and plan- 
tations 
The soil of the island is of 


-considerable fertility; it is a ferrugin- 
ous red clay, but to largely mingled 
with stones of all sizes that no plow 
-can be used, and tbe hoe baa to be em- 
ployed to prepare the ground for cul- 
tivation. Tbe woods, with which tbe 
island was largely clothed when first 
discovered, have been to a great ex- 
tent cut down, and tbe greater portion 
of the plaia is uow a vast sugar plan- 
tation. The soil is suitable for the 
•cultivation of almoct all 
kinds of 


tropical produce, and it is to be 
regreti«d that 
th* 
prosperity of 


•the 
colony 
depelids 
entirely 
on 


•one article of producUou, for the con- 
sequences are seriou* when there hap 
pens to be a failure, more or less, ol 
tbe sugar crop. Oua.no is extensively 
imported as a manure, and by its u>-e 
the natural fertility of the soil has 
been increased to * wonderf-jl extent. 


Tbe prosperity of Mauritius, as al- 


ready mentioned, depends almost, en- 
tirely upon its sugar crop, and tbe 
export trade of the island greatly in- 
creased during the twenty years end- 
ed 1880 Iu 1864 tbe imports were 
$12,914,000, with exports $11,448,000 
Iu 1880 the imports were $10,848,000, 
exports 518,178 000. 


"MahedeLabourdonuais," (1735 46), 


a man of emiueut talents and virtue 
introduced the culture of sunar cane 
and thus laid a firm foundation for 
the future prosperity of the 
IslanH. 


The construction of the Mauritian 
railway has given a greut impetus 10 
tbetrnde of the colony; the system 
embraces t*o lines of a total length of 
67 mile* 
Iu 1854 th« sugar crop 


amounted to 102,000 tons. 
Iu 1877 H 


reached 1(50,164 tons. 
Th-> total popu- 


lation inl851 was 183,506; in 1881 it 
was 360 h47. 
The .stand of Oahu is not quite as 


large as Mauritius, having an area of 
600 fquare miles, aniJ a population of 
only 35,000. 
Prior to 1890 there were 


on this island rive sug»r plantations, 
with an annual output of 4,000 to 6,000 
tone of sugar, besides the nee industry 
with annual crops of 4,000 10 6,000 tons 
of paddy.

these islands. Coffee, fruit and spice 
lands we also have iu abundance. We 
can if we will briug this island ot 
Oahu under such a high state of culti- 
valiou that an ludustrioua population 
of 250,000 may dwell here in peace and 
plenty. This condition of prosperity, 
however, will never be reached with- 
out ac effort. 
Tbe effort must be well 


directed and guided by intelligence. 
It must be an effort backed by tbe 
whole thinking community. No bet- 
ter illustration ot tbe power of united 
effort can be brought to mind than the 
grand ot ject les?on taught by the per- 
fect unity and co operation 
which 


gave this commuuity their swift vic- 
tory over the invasion of Asiatic 
cbolera. 


It is said "the world is just what we 


make it," so our destiuy is in our 
hands. Shall vt e stand by with fold- 
ed arms and gaze through the miet of 
change which time has wrought and 
see the current of trade drift away to 
our neighboring islands, where nature 
and the energy ot our fellow-men are 
making tbe waste places blossom like 
the rose?

If the resources of the island of 


Oaha are not developed by the exten- 
sion of its railway, its wagon roads, 
and breaking up of Its large holdings 
into small tracts which may be owned 
or controlled by an Industrious people 
who are surely coming to this country, 
then just as certain as there are other 
islands in this group, just so sure 
will the time come when 
Honolulu 


will be left very largely t" such meagre 
support as it may derive from the busi- 
ness of a capital city. If we do not 
develop and Improve what a gener- 
ous Providence has bestowed upon 
the people of Honolulu in tbe wealth 
of its rich, untouched lands lying all 
around us, then we shall deserve to 
see such changes as have visited other 
once flourishing and wealthy cities. 
These are not thoughts suggested by 
a pessimistic miud, but are simply 
sucgestive of the shadows of which 
comiug eveuts have already cast.

Dickenxoti, Esq , Special Comnais 
eiouer of Water Rights for the District 
of Labaiua, Maui, alleetuga contro- 
versy oetweeu plaintiffs and defend 
ante in rexpect to theamouutof water, 
method and time of Its use upon lauds 
owned or held by both parties

sources at the head through a deep 
vallev called Kauaula, situated in tbe 
rear of the town of Lahaina. Tbe en- 
tire stream is taken up and u-ed upon 
land in the valley ou both sides of th* 
stream for irrigating crops of kalo aud 
on the flats below for sugar cane 
Except ou occaM ma of freshets none 
of tbe water is wasted by running into 
the sea.

The detail of the execution of tbe 


system of using tbe water in question 
must be left to the houesty and fair- 
ness of the parties interested. 
We 


can only pass upon the legal rights 
involved. 
We are authorized by tbe statute to 


make "such deciaiou as may iu each 
particular case appear to be in con- 
lormity with vested rights and be just 
and equitable."
